POSTSCRIPT STORY. 
RANDED AS A LIE 


Breckinridge Says Man Who 
Quoted Him to Lodge Is 
a Scoundrel — No Threats 
Made to Wilson. 


New York, October 29.—Denial of 
having stated, as charged by Senator 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, that President 
Wilson had eliminated a postscript 
from the ‘second Lusitania note only 
when members of his cabinet threat- 
ened to resign if it were included, was 
made by Henry C. Breckinridge, former 
assistant secretary of war, in a tele- 
gram sent to The Philadelphia Public 
Ledger and made public here tonight 
by the democratic national commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Breckinridge’s telegram, filed at 
San Mateo, Cal., as given out by the 
committee, follows: 

“Any one who quoted me to Senator 
Lodge as represented in your telegram 
as quoted, is a scoundrel. No member 
of President Wilson’s cabinet ever 
threatened him on any ‘subject. The 
malice that would seek for partisan 
advantage to emasculate the potency 
of one’s government in a vital inter- 
national affair by the mongering of 
backstairs gossip is beneath contempt.” 


Denial by Houston. 


Another denial of Senator Lodge’s 
assertion was contained in a message 
received at democratic headquarters 
from David M. Houston, secretary of 
agriculture, who said: 

“IT have’received a telegram from The 
Philadelphia Public Ledger reporting 
Senator Lodge a's having said at Brock- 
ton that after the second Lusitania 
note had been read the president added 
a postscript, informing the German 
government that the words ‘strict ac- 
countability’ and other strong phrases 
were not to be taken seriously and 
that I threatened to resign if the 
postscript was added. Of course, this 
4s a fabrication, pure and simple. The 
president would have been incapable 
of conceiving such a crooked course, 

‘T never heard of such a postscript 
and did not threaten, and have at no 
other time threatened, to resign. I 
would have been astounded at the re- 
ported statement if I had not noted 
other irresponsible, unpatriotic and dis- 
loyal utterances of republican leaders, 
especially those raising and dealing 
with sectiOnalism. Surely the repub- 
lican leaders are very desperate and 
in ‘sad need of issues when they lend 
themselves to such things.” 


GARRISON DECLINES 


TO MAKE COMMENT. 

Washington, October 29.—lormer 
Secretary Garrison, here to appear as 
counsel before the supreme court to- 
morrow, declined tonight «0 comment 
on Senator Lodge’s speech or the tele- 
gram of Mr. Breckinridge, his former 
assistant secretary. 

Mr. Garrison asked whether Mr 
Breckinridge had denied the statement 
attributed to him, but declined to dis- 
cuss the matter further. ; 

‘T am not being interviewed on any 
subject,” he said. ‘‘I] have no statement 
of any kind to make.” 


NO STATEMENT 


BY PRESIDENT. 

Long Branch, N. J., October 29.—Re- 
newal of claims by Senator Lodge, of 
Massachusetts, that President Wilson 
had eliminated a weakening postscript 
from the “‘‘strict accountability” note in 
connection with the sinking of the Lu- 
gitania, brought forth no statement 
from President Wilson tonighé, officials 
here taking the position that denials 
by cabinet members were sufficient. 

The president was informed that for- 
mer Assistant Secretary of War Breck- 
inridge had denied the truth of an in- 
terview with him which Senator Lodge 
gave as the authority for his charge.

MISS NELL WALDO HURT 
WHEN PINNED UNDER CAR 


Miss May Belle Clark, of 
Covington, Ga., Is Painful- 
ly But Not Dangerously 
Hurt—Ernest Schoen and 
St. John Brooks, Who 
Were Also in Car, Escape 
Without Serious Injuries. 


Returning from the country home of 
Judge Samuel C. Atkinson, of the su- 


preme court, Fielding Smith, of 37 Cle- 
burne avenue, one of the most popular 


young men in Atlanta, was instantly 
killed early Sunday morning when his 
touring car, which he was driving, 
skidded into the culvert under the 
Marietta car line, on the Marrieta road, 
about nine miles from Atlanta. 

Miss Nell Waldo, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. A. L. Waldo, of 176 Cleburne 
avenue, who was riding on the front 
seat beside Mr. Smith, was pinned un- 
der the car, which turned over, for more 
than an hour, and is dangerously in- 
jured. 

Miss May Belle Clark, daugher of W. 
C. Clark, of Covington, Ga., who is 
visiting at the Rome of W. S. Witham, 
in Atlanta, was painfully, but is be- 
lieved not seriously, injured. 

Not Seriously Injured. 

Ernest Schoen, who resides at the 
home of Mr. Smith, on Cleburne ave- 
nue, and &t. John Brooks, assistant 
football coach at the Georgia Schoo} 
of Technogoly, escaped without serious 
injuries, although they, too, were 
caught under the car. 

It is believed that the accident was 
due primarily to the fam that the lights 
were burning poorly and the culvert 
was evidently approached unexpected- 
ly. In the sudden turn to the left the 
car skidded and the side of it struck 
the right-hand projection of the culvert, 
causing the machine to turn over. The 
whole weight of the car fell upon Mr, 
Smith, who was driving, and upon Miss 
Waldo, who was in the seat beside him. 

Mr. Smith was instantly killed, death 
being caused by his neck being broken. 
It is thought that he was thrown 
against the steering wheel of his car, 
underneath which he was pinned when 
found by friends, 

The steering wheel was broken and 
the top of the car torn off. The ma- 
chine was otherwise damaged, but nor 
demolished. 

Lamar Collier, son of Henry L. Co!- 
lier, and Miss Helen O’Keefe, 284 East 
North avenue, who were members of 
the party at Judge Atkinson's, were 
returning to town in an automobile 
just behind Mr. Smith. They came upon 
the wreck immediately after it oc- 
curred. 

Although Mr. Brooks and Mr. Schoen 
were able to get from under the wreck- 
ed car, it was impossible to extricate 
Mr. Smith and Miss Waldo for fully 
an hour. Miss Waldo retained her con- 
sciousness and bore up with wonderful 
bravery under her suffering. 

Return to Accident Scene. 

Francis Smith, a brother of Fielding 
Smith, and his wife had returned to 
the city in an automobile immediately 
preceding the car that was wrecked, 
but they did not learn of the accident 
until they reached their Cleburne ave- 
nue home. Mr. Smith returned to the 
scene of the accident at once, accom- 
panied by Dr. F. M. Sutton and the 
pn hospital ambulance was also 

Miss Ww aldo was removed to her home 
and Miss Clark and Mr. Schoen were 
taken to the Davis-Fischer Sanitarium 
where they are both saig to be out of 
danger. Mr. Brooks was able to go 
to his home on Fourteenth street.

Victims of Sunday’s Automobile Accident 
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German Prisoners 
Are Well Treated 
In English Camps 


Soldiers Are a Sporty Lot 
and Take Medicine Like 
Men, While Civilians Make 
the Most Complaints, Ac- 
cording to Ed Lowry. 


After two years in London, where he 


is in charge of the German division 
of the American embassy at the cour 
of St. James, E. G. Lowry, formerly 
connected with The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, has returned vo Atlanta for a visit. 
He is accompanied by Mrs. Lowry and 
their son. 

When diplomatic relations were sev- 
ered between Great Britain and Ger- 
many at the outbreak of the European 
struggle—and, incidentally, says Mr. 
Lowry, the breaking of diplomatic re- 
lations means about twenty times as 
many diplomatic communications—at 
the request of Germany the American 
embassy -in London *ook eharge of Ger- 
man affairs in the United Kingdom, and 
a German division of the American em- 
bassy was created. Under the super- 
vision of Ambassador Page, Mr. Lowry 
was placed at the head of the German 
division. 

In Charge of German Prisoners, 

In this capacity Mr. Lowry has had 
charge of all German affairs in Great 
Brikain, and acts as a sort of guardian 
or patron saint to some 60,000 civilian 
and military prisoners interned in Eng- 
land. As a matter of fact, it is three 
prison camps and there are twenty-six 
of them, which occupy Mr. Lowry’s at- 
tention most closely perhaps. It is his 
job to see that these camps are con- 
ducted as nearly as possible as the Ger- 
mans would have them conducted, 
which, in view of the small love for 
Germans in Great Britain just now, 
must be admitted as something of an 
undertaking. 

It is to Mr. Lowry’s division and not 
to the British government that all com- 
plaints of German prisoners in England 
go, and it is for Mr. Lowry to find a 
solution to their troubles. 

“There are ten military camps for 
privates and non-commissioned  offi- 
cers,” said Mr. Lowry; “ten camps for 
civilian Germans who were residing in 
England at the beginning of the war, 
four camps for officers and two hos- 
pitals, one for the military and the 
other for civilians. All of these camps 
are submitted to constant and most 
rigid inspection. This inspection is not 
limited to the German division of the 
American embassy, but blank passes 
are issued to anyone who wishes to in- 
spect them, 

“It has been found necessary to keep 
the military and civilian prisoners in 
separate camps, for they do. not get 
along well together at all. The civil- 
ians have a way of reproaching the 
soldiers for getting captured, and the 
soldiers criticise the civilians for never 
having gone to the war, and the result 
which might naturally be expected from 
this sort of a situation rapidly ensues. 

“We have found that most com- 
plaints, usually concerning food, work, 
treatment, etc., come from the civilians. 
The German soldiers are a sporty crowd 
and thev take their medicine like men 
and soldiers. 

German Officers in Charge. 

“The camps are organized into units, 
each under charge of a German officer, 
who preserves the strictest discipline 
and govern themselves pretty much 
according to their own ideas. 

“We have a big building for the spe- 
cial purpose of hearing complaints, and 
representatives of the German division 
of the American embassy sit here at 
intervals and hear the complaints of 
all comers. We do not have much trou- 
ble in satisfying all complaints within 
reason, and few complaints are unrea- 
sonable. The German prisoners in Great 
Britain are well treated. We have had 
some little experience with attempted 
reprisals, such as rather rough treat- 
ment for prisoners taken from raiding 
Zeppelins or submarines, but ¢he Ger- 
mans made it so much harder on Eng- 
lish prisoners in German prison camps 
that this sort of thing had a rather 
speedy termination. 

“I may say that Ambassador Page is 
universally loved and admired in Eu- 
rope. There is not a foreign repre- 
sentative in the western hemisphere, 
I believe, who has won for himself such 
an enviable place in the esteem of

“SAHARA” OF A TIME 
BEGINS IN VIRGIN 


For All Practical Purposes 
State Will Be “Dry” Be- 
fore Tonight. 


Richmond, Va., October 29.—For all 
practical purposes Virginia will be 
“dry” before tomorrow night, although 
the state does not legally enter the 


ranks of prohibition commonwealths 
until midnight Tuesday. Liquor houses 
have kept their stocks at a minimum 
for several weeks, and it was said 
today that very little will remain for 
sale Tuesday. Many saloons closed 
their doors permanently Saturday night. 

State and municipal authorities ara 
planning for a strict observance of the 
law, which is drastic and believed to 
be virtually court-proof. To assure its 
effectiveness, the legislature has passed 
a measure making authorities liable to 
ouster proceedings if it is not en- 
forced. 

In spite of a provision making pos- 
session of liquor in certain quantities 


-prima facie evidence of intent to vio- 


late the law, large supplies are said 
to have been laid by by those wisniny 
to provide against arid days. This 
feature, it is expected, will soon meet 
a test in coun. 

Police chiefs from a score or more 
Virginia cities met here yesterday to 
discuss plans for enforcing the law and 
exchange ideas as to iks interpreta- 
tion, 

Churches and temperance . bodies 
throughout the state are preparing to 
celebrate the Old Dominion’s advent as 
the eighteenth prohibition state with 
“watch parties.” 

Under the new law one quart of whis- 
ky, one gallon of wine or three gal- 
lons of beer may be brought into the 
state each month by any man over 21 
years of age, who is not of intemper- 
ate habits or a student, or by a woman 
if she is the head of the family. No 
malt liquor may be sold, even if it 
shows no percentage of alcohol. The 
only alcohol permitted in beverages is 
in cider up to 1 per cent.

With this 
force he went to Saloniki, and in the 
mountain campaign near there his feet 
were frozen, 

With a large number of other soldiers 
who had the same misfortune, he was 
sent to a hospital there. So badly 
frozen were the feet of these soldiers 
and so large was the number, that the 
drastic measure of cutting off the feet 
of all of them was resorted to. It 
happened, however, that among the 
surgeons were two young doctors, one 
from South Carolina and the other 
from Alabama, who, when they learned 
that young Holleran wa's from At- 
lanta, paid special attention to him and 
managed to save him part of each foot. 

Mr. Holleran thus saved his feet, 
but lost a commission, for he was to 
have been promoted when this misfor- 
tune disqualified him. 

The latest word from Mr. Holleran 
is that he has joined the aviation corps 
in the British army, operating in 
Greece, and will soon receive his license 
to fly. 


STEALING A RIDE, 
BOY IS SUFFOCATED 
UNDER MAIL SACKS 


Montgomery, Ala. October 29.—The 
body of a youth, apparently 17 vears 
old, believed to be that of J. B. Chris- 
tian, of Tallahassee, Fla., was found 
in the mail car of a train arriving here 
from Atlanta tonight.

Austro-German forces on the 
Russo-Rumanian lines near the june- 
tion of the frontiers of Bukowina, 
Transylvania and Rumania, has been 
checked, the war office announced to- 
day. The hostile attacks delivered in 
the region of Negri, south of Dorna 
Watra, were repelled by the fire of the 
defenders. 

The official statement reads: 

“On the Rumanian front, in Transyl- 
| vania, the enemy, who had assumed the 
offensive in the region of Negri, south 
of Dorna Watra, was repelled by our 
fire. 

“In the valley of the River Uz (Uzul 
valley), Rumanian troops assumed the 
offensive and repelled the enemy, cap- 
turing ten officers and 900 men. 

“In the Buzeu valley the Rumanians, 
as a result of a successful attack, cap- 


tured Goluto-Gereluj mountain. 

“North of Rumanian Kimpolung 
(Campulung) our allies captured the 
village of Livechi, taking 300 German 
prisoners, five machine guns and twuy 
bomb mortars. 

“In the Alt valley the Rumanians 
made an advance of ten versts (64% 
ymiles) to the north of Salatruk. 

“The enemy who penetrated with his 
advance guards to Tirgujiulij, in the 
Jiul valley, was defeated by Rumanian 
troops. Here the Rumanians took 909 ' 
Bavarian prisoners, two mountain 
howitzers and eleven machine guns. 

“In Dobrudja there was no change 
during October 28.” 


BATTERIES TAKEN 
BY RUMANIANS. 


Bucharest, October 29.—(Via London.) 
Along the Rumanian-Transylvania 
front the Rumanians and Russians are 
more than holding their own against 
the Austro-German armies at some 
points, according to today’s war office 
announcement. Retirement of the Teu- 
tonic troops has been forced in one sec- 
tor.north of Campulung and along the 
Jiul valley, where two howitzer bat- 
teries were captured by the Rumanians.

Petrograd 
reports successful reconnaissances by 
the Russians along the River Stavok, 
a tributary of the Stokhod. 

Except for bombardments the bad 
weather on the Austro-Italian front is 
keeping down the operations. 


FRESH PROGRESS 
MADE BY ALLIES 
ON SOMME FRONT 


Paris, October 29.—Fresh progress 
has been made by the French in fight- 
ing on-the Somme front near Sailly- 
Saillisel, north of the Somme, and in 
the vicinity of Biaches, south of the 
river, the war office announced today. 
Some prisoners were taken. 

In the Verdun region there was no 
infantry movements, but the artillery 
engagement continued. The official 
statement reads: 

“On the Somme front we made ‘some 
progress in the regions of Sailly-Sailli- 
sel and Biaches and took some pris- 
oners.

London, October 29.—According to a 
Reuter dispatch from Amsterdam, f 
Sofia telegram quotes from the speec 
from the throne opening the Bulgarian 
parliament as follows: 

“Rumania, rofiting by the embar- 
rassments of Bulgaria, declared war in 
1913, invaded in a wieked manner the 
territory of our kingdom and ravished 
rich and fertile Dobrudja. On Aupust 
27, 1916, she declared war on the allied 
monarchy of Austria-Hungary and at- 
tacked our’ Danube towns at the same 
time and even before war was declared, 
Her troops indulged in atrocities and 
she began to extirpate the Bulgarian 
population from the territory ravished 
by her. ; 

“This attack forced us to order our 
army to enter Rumania, repulse the 
unexpected attack, chastise Rumania 
for what she had done in 1913, and de- 
liver from bondage our brothers in 
Dobrudja.”

EX-GOVERNOR LITTLE 
PASSES IN ARKANSAS

Sebastian Little, 65 years old, former 
governor of Arkansas and former con- 
gressman from this state, died here to- 
day.

Before entering congress Mr. Little 
had served as prosecuting attorney and 
district judge and as a member of the 
state legislature.

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CONSERVING THE RED MAN. 

“The vanishing race” for generations 
has been a stock phrase applied to the 
American Indian. 

One of the achievements of the Wilson 
administration, however, has been to change 
the red from a decadent to an ascending 
race. Through the scientific research work 
conducted within the bureau of Indian af- 
fairs, of the department of the interior, and 
through the wise, humane and thoughtful 
administration of that bureau and depart- 
ment, the American Indian’s physical de- 
scent has been checked—not only that, but 
the race has been started on the upgrade. 

The fact that this decadence of the red 
man, which has been going steadily on 
almost since the landing of the Pilgrims, 
has been changed during the last three 
years to a gradual increase only goes to 
show again that dollars and trade balances 
-and pecuniary prosperity are not the only 
phases of the republic’s welfare looked after 
and into in the scheme of the democracy. 
Human life, humane things, the happiness 
of even the least and most obscure of us, 
are accredited a right to protection and con- 
sideration. 

Under every succeeding administration 
since Washington's the Indian tribes have 
been fought and conquered, one after an- 
other; crowded off their hunting grounds, 
pushed westward from river to river, valley 
to valley, range to range, and at last, com- 
pletely subjugated and, broken in heart and 
spirit, “planted” here and there on semi- 
barren reservations. A _ primitive people 
with only primitive and natural instincts 
and capabilities, they have fallen, with 
their conquest, easy prey to the white con- 
querer’s vices and diseases, with no knowl- 
edge to offset them, no power to resist and 
combat them. 

Federal agents and Christian mission- 
aries, it is true, have tried to do for the 
helpless aborigines, but before actual or- 
ganized and scientific work was attempted 
the white man’s whisky and the white man’s 
hereditary infirmities had got such a hold 
on the red that the race had hit such a 
decadent scale that its total extermination 
has for some generations been conceded to 
be only a matter of time. The red man was 
practically given up to follow the buffalo 
into the realms of a picturesque species 
that was. 

When the present administration of the 
bureau of Indian affairs took up the work 
and began grappling with the Indian prob- 
lem it was demonstrated that out of five 
Indian papooses born, only two survived to 
five years of age. The three died through 
lack of proper care at birth and in infancy, 
proper nourishment, and through inherited 
diseases with which the race had been 
originally inoculated by the “white brother.” 
The death rate of adults was correspond- 
ingly great. Consequently, each year’s sur- 
vey showed fewer Indians than that of the 
year last preceding. 

The bureau, discovering the fact that 
the decadence in the race was attributable 
largely to abnormal infantile mortality, it 
was to this that its efforts and study were 
specifically directed. The result was shown 
a few days ago by department statistics, 
to the effect that the child mortality has 
been corrected, reduced almost to normal, 
and that the race, for the first tinre in

recent history, actually is substantially in- 


creasing in numbers! 

Another lesson is here taught, and that 
is this: 

Doctoring and corrective health meas- 
ures to cut the death rate in a people, to 
be of the greatest effectiveness must be 
applied to the infant. The theory of eu- 
genics, to ‘a certain extent, may be all 


right; but the place to begin to raise the | 


| 


standard of a race and to make inroads on 
a people’s death rate is at the first end of 
life. 

This is proven in the case of the red 
man; and if it works with the Indian it 
will apply with equal effectiveness to any 
other race or class of human beings. 


LEARNING WHILE AT PLAY. 


The Toledo News-Bee tells of the unique 
method adopted by the teachers of a sub- 
urban school to impress the value of per- 
sonal cleanliness on the pupils. 

The scheme ig to entrust to the care 
of each child in the first and second grades 
“washable dolls,” clothes to be added later: 


Teachers will explain to the children 
the necessity of frequent baths and clean 
clothes to keep the dolis from getting 
ill. They hope to impress upon the chil- 
dren the benefits of a clean body and 
clean clothing. : 


This novel instruction in hygiene is so 
much like play to them that the children 
are at once interested, while all the time 
they are gaining useful knowledge. 

When it comes to the dressing of dolls, 
it is stated that only the plainest of clothes 
will be used, and that, as these will be made 
by students of the upper grades, they will 
thus be given the additional advantage of 
training in dressmaking, washing and iron- 
ing. 

So, going to school is to be made more 
of a pleasure than a duty to the pupils. It 
is also an opportunity for little girls with- 
out dolls to get them, and to vie with each 
other in keeping them “spick and span!” 

It is in line with what is being done on 
a larger scale in the New York public 
schools for the practical education of the 
child-mind; it is giving lessons the children 
love to learn. 


DAUGHTER LECTURES MOTHER. 


It is evident that Canada has little faith 
in Great Britain’s sincerity as to proposed 
restriction of the liquor traffic, for while 
there seems to be a popular sentiment in 
England favoring even total prohibition 
during the continuance of the war, it has 
not yet been able to bring about the desired 
results. 

Attention has been called to the appeal 
of the British working classes for a stricter 
order of things with reference to the drink 
question, and as to what has been accom- 
plished for the betterment of conditions 
through the temperance movement; but 
The Toronto Globe puts the question as to 
what she is going to do about it squarely 
up to Great Britain, with the statement that 
“it is Canada’s most serious word to the 
Mother Country”—‘“a plea about the Men; 
an appealing word for Canada’s Men; an 
earnest word for Britain’s Men!” 

The further plain statement of the To- 
ronto paper puts the question as follows: 


It is an old plea, now made by Cana- 
dians with a new emphasis, the plea for 
the conservation of the manhood of Brit- 
ain and of the British peoples. And that 
plea means the repudiation, at once and 
without compromise, of all those forms 
of social vice which sap the manhood of 
the nation, corrode its fiber, and destroy 
its power to win the war. 


That is pretty plain talk to the Mother 
Country, and then follows this additional 
plea and protest from “a Canadian whose 
personal character and official standing 
give authority to his words:” 


“Here is the bitter pill, the embitter- 
ing thought for many a Canadian parent. 
Let me be a type. Three of my sons 
are in khaki, two at the hot front, one 
on the way. Iam proud to be their fa- 
ther. I gave them a father’s blessing 
when they enlisted. But this thought 
strains most of all the ties of my loyalty 
to the cause—to see my sons fight and 
fall for a Britain that at home is half- 
dranken, saddled by distillery interests, 
guided by a lot of tippling ecclesiastics 
not loyal enough to follow their king’s 
example, and misguided by a press silent 
as the grave on this entrenched evil. Why 
should our sons go from a country from 
which booze is banished to spend months, 
on the way to the trenches, in England 
where the vices of the liquor traffic are 
legalized to hamstring her own gons?” 
That is straight-from-the-shoulder talk— 

without reservation; and certainly, if con- 
ditions are as bad as painted, there is need 
of reform! 

Some time since, Great Britain banned 
Canadian booze from freighting vessels sail- 
ing for that country, and the excuse for 
such action was that the ship tonnage was 
needed for more necessary supplies: and 
what Great Britain said then was in the 
nature of a temperance lecture to Daughter 
Canada! 7

Dr. Henry Alford Porter preached the fifth 
sermon at the Second Baptist church last 
night in his series on “The Ten Command- 
ments in Atlanta Life,” the subject being 
“Young America and His Parents.” 

The text last night was Exodus xx., 12. 
“Honor thy father and thy motter, that thy 
days may be long upon the lan@ which the 
Lord, thy God, giveth thee.” Dr. Porter said 
in part: 

“Our father on earth is the sy nbo] of what 
our Father in Heaven is to us all, and is ‘SO 
represented in Scripture from Genesis to 
Revelations. The honor the child gives his 
father is, therefore, to be a reflection of the 
honor he gives to God. 

“A practical questicn here ariscs: What if 
my father be unwotthy? Am I to honor him 
just the same? Just the same. You are not 
released from a debt because the man to 
whom you cwe it is an atheist or a drunkard 
or a profligate. No more are :ou released 
from duty owed your father, be he ever so 
vile or sv vicious. 

“It has been rer:narked that the command- 
ment enjoins honor fvr the mother, and yet 
in the east, to this day, woman is regarded 
almost as a beast of burden. The hand of 
God wrote this commandment, and with that 
pen-stroke he lifted woman to her rightful 
position of honor. 


Did Mother Forget Child? 

“Again, the question arises: What if my 
mother be undeserving? ‘Teil me, did your 
mother renounce her uty to you when, as a 
child, you were undeserving aud not very 
lovable? Your mother did nut question wheth- 
er you were deserving. She loved you simply 
because you were her child. And you in turn 
Should love and honor her, whatever her defi- 
ciencéi@s, because she is your mother. 

“Of such importance is this commandment 
that it is the only one that has a promise at- 
tached to it. The promise is what men every- 
where are seeking and wishing one another 
—long life and prosperity. I believe that 
promise is literally fulfilled Tell me a young 


man’s attitude toward his varen.s and I will. 
tell you what his future will ve. T chal- 
lenge you to give me a sirgle idastance of a 
young fellow going to the bad, blasting his 
career and blighting his life, who has hon- 
ored his father and his mother. 

“As there is no better augury of success 
than the honoring cf parents, so there is no 
worse augury of ruin, temporal and eternal 
than the dishonoring of parents. 

“In Venice there is the Bridge. of Sighs, 
one end of which veaches to the palace and 
the other to the prison. Stanaing on the 
center of the bridge one turns to she right and 
walks into a kinz’s palace; but turning to 
the left he walks into a gloomy prison. This 
commandment the Bridge of Sighs from 
which the boys and girls reach either the 
palace or the prison. :

Parental Authority. 

“Parental uatthority is little regarded 
among us. Yet God takes ezreat account of it. 
Look around your néighborhood this week. 
and vou will see mothers going away for an 
entire day, leaving the chiliéren in charge of— 
the devil. Heaven save the inark! You would 
not let a horse or a cow o* a pet dog or the 
hens run loose. Oh, 10! They might break 
into the neighDor’s garden and 2et into mis- 
chief and trouble. But that immortal being 
you call vour bov—the flesh of your flesh and 
bone of vour bone—moy learn to smoke cigar- 
ettes, may learn lewd stories, may learn to 
steal. through your neglect and t causes you 
no shadow of uneasiress. Childrén emerge 
from the nursery to the unrestrained freedom 
of the street—the nursery cf crime. 

“In India they used to throw their chfl- 
dren into the Ganges’ and you would better 
throw your child into the river than so negr- 
lect it. More children are swaliowed up for 
time and eternity by the temptations that 
throng around ther on the streets of our 
cities like a drove of hyenas, than were de- 
voured bv crocodiles turking fur their prey 
in the slimv ooze of the India river. 

“The chief reason why so many children 
every dav go spinning into «he abysg of crime 
is because, having got a cortempt for the lax 
laws of home, they naturally transfer that 
contempt to the laws of the land and the 
laws of God. Go to the penitentiary and ask 
those unfortunates how they came there. and 
they will tell vou, if they tel! “the truth. 
that their downward courre began at home. 
That iS where the future is detertriined” 


Georgia Products Day Celebration 
To Be Held in Detroit This Year 


At least one Georgia Products day cele- 
bration will take place outside of Georgia 
this year. This one to be held in the city of 
Detroit. In a letter received Saturday from 
Stuart A. Howard, a former Georgia citizen, 
now living in Detroit, he requests authority 
to hold an official Georgia Products dinner 
in the banquet hall of the Detroit Roard of 
Commerce, and authority for the same has al- 
ready been formally issued and mailed to Mr.

It is planned by Mr. Howard and his south- 
ern friends in Detroit to have not less than 
two hundred people seated at the banquet

He announces that some leadine Geor- 
gia citizen will be invited to deliver the main

address of the occasion. The governor of 
Michigan and the mayor of Detroit will make 
addresses. Telegrams will be exchanged by 
the governors of Georgia and of Michigan. 

Request has been made of the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce by Mr. Howaré for a 
copy of all the menus of different Georgia 
Products dinners that have been held in the 
state, and it is hoped that the menu in De- 
troit this year may include everything which 
has been served on all tables in Georgia in 
the previous celebrations in this state. 

The poem which Wrank L. Stanton has 
written for the book, “Facts About Georgia,” 
will be read at the benquet. 

In his letter to the Georgia Champer of 
Commerce Mr. Howard states thet he is anx- 
ious to get in touch with those in Georgia 
who could furnish him with the various arti- 
cles of food necessary or destrable to be 
served, and a letter addressed to Mr. Howard, 
care of the Dime Savings Bank building, De- 
troit, will reach him. He is anxious to get 
some Georgia ‘possums and all “ther typical 
Georgia food products. 

All appearances point to the widest ob- 
servance Of Georgia Produc:s day this vear in 
the historv of the event. This will be the 
fourth Georgia Products celebration and the 
cities of Macon, Albany, Columbus, Savannah.

“GO-TO-CHURCH DAY” 
PROVES SUCCESSFUL 
DESPITE BAD WEATHER 


(From The New York Times.) 

The single tax on land to pay all the ex- 
penses of government is to be voted on by 
the electorate of California, male and fe- 
male, on November 7. Taking advantage of 
the initiative, the advocates of the Henry 
George theory obtained the necessary signa- 
tures to a petition which will place a consti- 
tutional amendment before the people on elec- 
tion day. The verdict of California’s million 
voters on this radical economic proposal will 
be received with interest in every civilized 
country in the world. 

About 74,000 signatures were required and 
130,000 names were obtained. Luke North, 
chairman of the single taxers’ campaign 
committee, writes that after rigid legal 
checking 88,198 names were validated. The 
cost of placing the measure before the vot- 
ers of California was about $7,000, and many 
New Yorkers contributed to the fund, which 
the sponsors have dubbed “The Great Adven- 
ture Fund.” Henry Bool, of Somerset, Eng- 
land, sent the first $1,000, and near the close 
of the canvass sent $900 more. The Fels 
funds duplicated $2,500 of the contributions. 
Seven Mexican railway laborers’ together 
scraped up and sent in $2 with the screed, 
“For Land and Liberty.” 

This is the measure the people of Cali- 
fornia will vote upon at the November elec- 
tion: 

Article XIII of the constitution is hereby 
amended to take effect January 1, 1917, by 
the following section: 

“Public revenues, state, county, municipal 
and district, shall be raised by taxation of 
land values exclusive of improvements, and 
no tax or charge for revenue shall be im- 
posed on any labor product, occupation, busi- 
ness or person, but this shall not prevent 
assessment of incomes and inheritances to 
provide funds for old age pensions, mothers’ 
endowments and workingmen’s disemploy- 
ment and disability insurance, 

“Land holdings shall be equally assessed, 
according to their value for use or occupancy, 
without regardtoanhy work of man thereon; 
this value shall be determined in municipal- 
ities and wherever else practicable, by the 
‘Sommers system’ or other means of exact 
computation from central locations.” 

The intent of this provision is to take for 
public use the rental and site values of land 
and to reduce land holding to those only who 
live on or make productive use of it. 

Conflicting provisions are hereby 
pealed.

DUTY OF THE CHURCH 
1S TO URGE BATTLE 
ON WAR, STATES LEE 


“War and the Church” wag the subject of 
a sermon preached on Sunday night -at the 
Central Congregational church by the. pas- 
tor, Rev. William A. Vee, In the progress of 
the discourse Dr. Lee remarked that war has 
been variously defined or characterized, “Men 
have identified it with hell,” said he. “They 
have spoken of it as a form of moral blind. 
ness or insanity. And again it has been call- 
ed an anachronism. a thing out of date for 
the settlement of international differences, 
as a prairie schooner is out of date for pur- 
poses of transportation.” The speaker de- 
clared that there was truth in each of these 
descriptions, especially in that view of war 
as a thing that has survived such use as 
it may have had in the evolution of the race, 

“The church’s duty toward war,” gaid Dr. 
Lee, to make wise and persistent war- 
fare against it. Obviously that does not 
mean a resort to the cudgels of physical 
force. Neither do I understand it to mean 
the bringing of railing and fanatical] accu- 
Sation against all wars. There are proverb- 
ially two sides to cvety controversy, even to 
controversies at arms. And one of those two 
always represents the lesser evil and 
the greater good. That stich good is found 


engaged in warfare may not be of its own 
or choosing. An insensate drift, or a 
headstrong and aggressive foe may have 
forced the good to light or to fall. Not every 
war, therefore, is who'ly evil.” 

“But war viewed as a whole is new an 
unquestionable evil. It is built up and main- 
tained about elements which it is the bounden 
duty of the church to protest. War entails 
a perversion of human powers, both mental 
and moral. This is seen in the very destruc. * 
tiveness of war. ‘ 

“Once again this perversion of human” 
power by war is seen ‘n the carrying of moral 
issues into the reaim of physical force and 
brute cunning for ‘neir settlement. We do 
not resort to such ineans in the family, or in 
those differences which arise between indi- 
viduals, corporations or communities within 
state. And we do not so deal

WHEN BRITAIN STOOD 


BY THE UNITED STATES 


Dewey’s Story of the Events in 
Manila Bay Told in the 
House of Lords. 


London, October 19.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—During the 
discussion in the house of lords on 
Monday last regarding the operations 
of the German submarine U-53 off the 
coast of the United. States, Earl Grey, 
former governor of Canada, in asking 


for assurances that reports regarding 
the conduct of commanders of Amer'i- 
can destroyérs in this connection were 
incorrect, gave an interesting account 
of a conversation he had with Admiral 
Dewey as to the action of Captain Chi- 
chester, of the British navy, in Manila 
bay, at the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war. Alluding to the ques- 
tion put by Baron Charles Beresford 
to Viscount Grey, the foreign secre- 
tary, with regard to the German sub- 
marine operations, which Viscount Grey 
subsequently answered, Earl Grey said: 

“I had the honor of meeting Admirad 
Dewey and some distinguished mem- 
bers of the American senate at dinner 
in Washington. On that occasion Ad- 
miral Dewey narrated to me, in a 
voice and with gestures eloquently sug- 
gestive of the most grateful emotion, 
the story—at that time entirely new to 
me, and perhaps new to some members 
of your lordships’ house today—of the 
way in which he had received invalu- 
able assistance from Captain Chiches- 
ter at Manila at a time of great anx- 
iety. 

“Admiral Dewey informed me that 
the presence at Manila of German 
cruisers with a heavier displacement 
than that of the American ships cause] 
him to realize the grave character of 
the danger menacing his country in 
the event of the German ships begin- 
ning the hostile action of which he at 
the time had reason to be apprehen- 
sive. He described how the whole 
American fleet watched in silent anx- 
lety the visit of the German admiral 
to Captain Chichester’s ship: and the 
intense relief with which’ they saw, 
shortly after the German admiral’s re- 
turn to his own ship? his majesty’s 
ships under Captain Chichester’s com- 
mand hoist their anchors and shift their 


anchorage to a position which placed 


, them in the direct line of fire between 
| the German and the American ships. 


“No action has ever done more to 
promote the friendly feelings of one 
nation to another than that action of 
Captain Chichester, which I believe to 
have been absolutely spontaneous on 
his part and which action is well known 
to every officer in the naval service of

With her own hands Miss O'Keefe,

Schoen held her head up with his hand, 
so that she could get air, Miss Waldo 
says she would have died for lack of 
air. 

“When Mr. Collier and I got to the 
scene of the wreck,” said Miss Ellen 
O’Keefe, “at first I was horrified by 
the terror of the scene; the cries from 
those pinned underneath the over- 
turned car. Hours and hours elapsed, 
it seemed, before we could extricate 
Nell Waldo from death. She cried to

“My wife was in the 
city, and I had made an engagement 
with Mr. Fielding Smith to have him 
bring me into the city for the night. 
It was so late, though, at the last 
moment I decided not to come into the 
city. Had I been present, being fa- 
miliar with the dangerous turn in the 
road where Mr. Smith’s car turned tur- 
tle, causing his instant death, I would 
have warned Mr. Smith about the dan- 
ger, and probably saved his life. 

“The party was a merry one, and it 
is a pity that such a promising young 
man should lose his life in this way. 
With Miss Waldo, Miss Clark, Miss 
O’Keefe and the chaperons, Mr. and Mrs. 
Francis R. Smith, Fielding Smith haa 
been in his gayest humor throughout 
the ’possum hunt. He was telling jokes, 
all through the evening. 

“Upon returning to my home about 
midnight, my niece, Miss Waldo, and 
the other young ladies in the party 
fried bacon, made hot coffee and but. 
tered toast for the party. 1 started

You would be surprised to hear the 
stories that come to me almost daily

too, for two and three dollars per 
month. If we knew how to do our worx 
so as to pay and ive satisfaction to 
those for whom we work, as well as 
ourselves, these: wretched conditions 
would not exist, There are entirely too 
many idle people who cannot earn a 
livelihood, either because they will not 
work or do not know how to work.

DESPITE INJURIES, 
MISS CLARK BRINGS 
AID TO HER FRIENDS 


In an effort to bring aid to her 
who were pinned beneath the 
ill-fated machine in which Fielding 
Smith met his death on the Marietta 
road early Sunday morning, Miss May 
Belle Clark, of Covington, Ga., who was 
riding in the tonneau of the machine, 
ran over a half mile to awaken resi- 
dents alongside the road, and finally 
fainted when she had notified several 
people. 

Miss Clark is still confined to the 
Davis-Fischer hospital, where she is 
unable to see reporters or friends. 

Her act in notifying residents of 
this section of the Marietta road, de- 
spite her own injuries, probably 
brought aid to Miss Nell Waldo and 
fSrnest Schoen in time to save their 
lives. 

Tells Story to Mother. 

This is the story as related by Miss 
Clark to her mother, Mrs. W. C. Clark, 
of Covington, Ga., who came to At- 
lanta Sunday morning to be with her 
daughter: 

"I realized that we all might be 
killed the moment I saw Fielding had 
mistaken the culvert. I had no time 
to scream or give any warning. We 
hit the culvert uprights underneath 
the bridge, and glanced off to the 
other side again’st the concrete wall. 
The top of the automobile being up 
probably saved us from being killed. I 
remember nothing more for some time. 

“Finally, I awoke. I didn’t seem 
hurt. Ali I remember is hearing the 
groans of Nell Waldo. Mr. Smith was 
motionless; so were Mr. Brooks and 
Mr. Schoen. I realized they were either 
dead or unconscious. Unable to aid 
Nell, as she was out of my reach, I 
climbed over Mr. Brooks’ unconscious 
body, opened the ‘side door of the car, 
and got out. When I got into the road 
I hurried back towards some farm 
houses, Knocked on the doors, and told 
them of the plight of my friends in the 
car below their homes. They all hur- 
ried to the scene of the tragedy. I kept 
on, not realizing my condition. I didn’t 
seem to bé hurt, and could feel no 
pain.” 

Miss Clark fainted at the front door 
of one of the farm houses at which 
she stopped. Later Miss O'Keefe and 
other friends got her and brought her 
to the city to a hospital in the Grady 
hospital ambulance. Miss Waldo and 
others were in the same car. 

Brooks Gets Help. 

Mr. Brooks regained consciousness 
after Miss Clark had left. He saw he 
could do nothing. He managed to get 
out from under the car. He ran down 
the road to the home of J. C. Car- 
michael, about one quarter of a mile 
distant, and told them the news, The 
Carmichaels hurried to the rescue of 
those pinned underneath the car. With 
the aid of others the car was prized 
off the bodies of Miss Waldo, Mr. 
Schoen and Mr. Smith. 

Miss Waldo after 


regaining con- 


sciousness showed great courage and 


fortitude, according to the stories 
told by her companions. She was press- 
ed sorely for air, and repeatedly called 
for more air. Mr. Scho@n held her head 
up in order that she might breathe 
more freely. Miss Waldo had been 
riding in the front ‘seat with Mr. Smith. 

Miss Clark, it is believed, has a 
broken nose; a .bruise over her right 
eye; a lacerated cheek, and other bruis- 
es about her head and body. 

Mr. Schoen is also at the Davis- 
Fischer hospital. He is badly bruised 
about the right side of his face, where, 
it is believed, he struck the heavy con- 
crete wall. 

Miss Waldo has two deep lacerations 
on her scalp; a badly bruised shoulder; 
and probable injury to her lungs. She 
complains of great difficulty in breath- 
ing. 
Mr. Brooks was also sent to the

HEAVY DEMAND MAUL 
BY ALLIES FOR STEEL 


Large Shell Purchases During 
Last Half of Year—Pig 


Iron Active. 


New York, October 29.—Two factors 
stood out last week in the iron and 
ateel industry—the extraordinary heavy 
demand for shell steel from the allies 
and the excessive buying of pig iron 
in the domestic market, attended by 
unusual excitement. 

Purchases of shell steel, it is expect- 
ed, will be much heavier for ‘shipment 
in the second half than they were for 
the first half of 1917. Mill reserva- 
tions covering in excess of 600,000 tons, 
already made for shipment after June 
attest this fact; indeed, sales may be 
limited only by the capacity that the 
mills are willing to set aside for this 

urpose. The options virtually given 
n the last few days will be followed 
by official contracts in the next week 
or ten days and prices will average 
one cent a pound higher than on the 
last sale of 500,000 tons, 

Domestic consumers of foundry pig 
{ron are buying with avidity malleable 
and grey metal for shipment over the 
second as well as the first half of 
1917. Contracts placed during the week 
amounting to 500,000 tons, including 
steel making iron, have carried prices 
upward $3 to $5 a ton. In Alabama the 
recent sharp rise in prices has checked 
®uying. Foreign consumers have large 
inquiries here have bought only little, 
apparently failing to understand or to 
appreciate the cause of the great and 
rapid advance in domestic prices.

AMERICANS TO MANAGE 
NICARAGUAN REVENUES 


Managua, Nicaragua, October 29.— 
Americans are taking over the man- 
agement of all the international reve- 
nues of Nicaragua. 


A dispatch from Managua, October 1, 
said it was reported American bankers 
to whom the Nicaraguan government 
was indebted had notified Nicaragua 
that it must liquidate the indebtedness 
by October 15 or that otherwise they 
would take over sufficient of the coun- 
try’s revenues to reimburse them. 

The dispatch added that it was re- 
ported the United States government 
was considering rehabilitation of 
Nicaragua’s finances by adding $2,000,- 
000 to the $3,000,000 due on the canal 
treaty concession, thus forming a fund 
to guarantee an issue of $15,000,000 
with which to pay all debts.
